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DECISION ON PETITION 



This is a decision on the petition filed on 24 January, 2005, under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a).

BACKGROUND AND ANALYSIS 

The record reflects that: 

the instant application was filed on 1 1 July, 2003, absent, inter alia, a fully executed 
oath/declaration;

Lastly, Petitioner has submitted a declaration in compliance with 37 C.F.R. §1.63 and §1.64 and 
Petitioner has shown that such action is necessary to prevent irreparable damage.
